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A BILL FOR

An Act relating to sanitary districts by amending a district"s
authority to regulate certain private sewage disposal
facilities, excluding agriculturalcProperty from a property
tax levy imposed by a district, and amending provisions
related to annexation by a district.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF I0OWA:
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Section 1. Section 358.16, subsection 2, unnumbered
paragraph 1, Code 2009, is amended to read as follows:

The board of trustees mar require connection to the
sanitary sewer system established, maintained, or operated by
the district from any adjacent property within the district,
and require the installation of sanitary toilets or other
sanitary sewage facilities and removal of other toilet and
other sewage facilities on the property. However, the board

The board of supervisors of the county in
which the property to be annexed or the major part of the
property is located shall have jurisdiction of the proceedings

on the petition.
EXPLANATION

This bill amends provisions relating to sanitary districts

10 under Code chapter 358. The bill provides that a sanitarK

11 district may not regulate, restrict the use, or require the

12 connection of a ﬁrivate sewage disposal facility approved by a
13 county board of health under Code section 455B.172.

14 The bill excludes agricultural property within the sanitary
15 district from property taxes levied by the district.
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Current law provides that, in a county which has more than
7,500 acres of natural lakes, the board of trustees may, or
upon receiving a request from property owners representing 25
percent of the valuation of the property to be annexed shall,
file a petition for annexation in the office of the county
auditor. The bill removes the 7,500 acres of natural lakes
restriction and excludes property owned by the sanitary
district from the determination of the value of property to be
annexed.
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
